CRUISER WRECKED.

TNE CHARLESTON STRIKES A REVF
OFF THE COAST OF LUZON,

ALL ON BOARD ARE SAVED.

She In n Lorge Vonsel and Was the Firste
One Sent to Admirnl Dewaos's Hellof
Aftor the Butite of Manbin--Catnstrophe

Ooourrod on ‘Toowday, November the
Soventh—Hhip nnd Gfioers.

Manils, (By Cablo.}—The Ubiteil States
aruiser Charloston, which had been pi-
trolilog the northern const of Lumon, was
wrecked on a roef off the northwest coast on
Tuesidny, November 7,

The roglment thon deployed undne Nrw,
with Major John A, Logun's battallon In the
esnter, Mujor Cronle's outhe right and Majot
Mursh's on the left, The skirmish line,
which was o mile long, ndvanced rapidly,
Kesplog up n constunt firo. Major Logan
was sbiot dead while lending his men,

The Flllpinos made an anexpectodly good
stund, muny of them remaining under cover
until the Amerleans were within 20 feot of
thom, Mujor Marsh fianied a small tronoh
full -of natives, sleughtoring nearly all of
them. The Gatling killed flve of the foree
haolding a bridge aod swept tho country be
yond the town, deiving about 160 Fillpinos
into the hills. Maesh's tnttallon, entering
the town first, oaprured o big battle Nag,
which was fiying over a canvent,

troated toward Dagopan, Tt was fmpossible
o pursan thom, mn tho Ameriinn Lroops wara
exhnustod nud thole supply of ammunition
woa low.
